hearse must be cov ered 
with scarlet 
uets, and scarlet plumes must deck the 
horses' heads. 
No women go to the 
cemeteries. The mother, or the widow, 
must not exhibit her grief in public. 
For the swell funeral of a young 
girl the coffin, hearse, liv ery of the 
driv er and nets and plumes for the 
horses must be royal purple. 
For 
elderly persons black and gold are the 
adornment* of mortuary trappings. 
At weddings the bride does not 
wear orange blossoms, 
but orange 
flowers are presented by the groom 
and his bride 
to their unmarried 
acquainances. 
The custom has a hid­ 
den meaning dating 
back 
to the 
twilight 
of 
man's 
history- 
The 
flower is an emblem of fecundity and 
the “ passing on" of the gift signifies 
•■Go thou and do likewise." 
Tho calling of porters—the business 
of porterage—is a regular one, and is 
div ided into clases. 
There are porters 
whoso speciality is handling pianos— 
deliv ering, transferring 
them.

nev er see a piano on a truck or in a 
furniture v an. 
Four men bear up­ 
right pianos 
on their 
heads,

square and grand pianos are carried 
in sling9 suspended from two poles, 
resting on the shoulders of four men.

Weather Signals. 
It is expected that the new weather 
signal flags will arrive next week and 
the service begin. Th© flags will be 
displayed from the staff at the hose 
house. A square white flag means 
clear or fair weather; the bine flag in­ 
dicates rain or snow; the white and 
blue flag (parallel bars of white and 
blue) indicates that local rains or 
showers will occur and that the rain­ 
fall will not be general; the white 
flag with black square in center in­ 
dicates the approach of a sudden and 
decided fall in the temperature—a 
cold wave. The black triangular flag 
always refers to temperature. When 
displayed above either of the other 
flags it means warmer weather; when 
placed below another flag it indicates 
colder weather; when not displayed 
at all the indications are that tho 
temperature will remain stationary.

died at th e Salem , 
Mass., hospital o f hy dro p h o b ia. 
H e was 
six ty -tw o y ears old and was a C alifornia 
49er. 
S ir J ohn Steele, 11. S. A., sculp to r to her 
m ajesty for Scotland, is dead. H e was born 
ill A berdeen in 1853. 
In 1872 Sir J o h n ex- 
cuted in bronze a lull size copy of his eol- 
>ssal statue o f Sir W alter Scott, lor 
th e 
Central park, New Y ork, lie also ex ecuted 
the colossal for th e Scotch j*oet, R obert 
Burns, w hich is erected in th e sam e place. 


T hat ' s a great discov ery of Dr. 
Sliech’s, in Berlin, that water can be 
used as anaesthetic; but for the gen­ 
eral purposes of v oluntary paraly sis 
beer will hold its own in the German 
capital and elsewhere. 


T he largest grapev ine in the world 
is that growing at Oy s, Portugal, 
which has been bearing since 18 02. 
Its max imum y ield was in 18 8 4, in 
which y ear it produced a sufficient 
quantity of grapes to make 165 gal­ 
lons of wine.

border made a headlong rush over the 
line into the coveted country and on to the 
quarter sections upon which their eyes had 
been feasnng, some for days and others for 
weeks ami months. 
The rush was a mad one, and was mao# 
so by the fact tiiat the number ot home 
seekers greatly exceeded the number of 
quarter sections available tor settlement. 
“First there, first served,” was the motto of 
every racer. 
There was room in the lands 
for about 5,000 settlers, allowing JOO acres 
for each. 
There were on the border wait­ 
ing to claim the available land fully 15,OOO 
.people, so that there were three persons for 
each section, 
The craze to become the owner of a part 
of the new lands caused a strange com­ 
m ingling of various elements of 8ocie:y. 
There was the cowboy aud the more effem­ 
inate counter clerk, the gam bler and the 
preacher, the bona fide settler and the spec­ 
ulator, t!:e bootlegger and the troutier mis­ 
sionaries the business man aud the tramp, 
the man who had ie t his country for Ins 
country's good anil the luau who was an 
honor to his locality, the man in his car­ 
riage aud the man in Ins prairie schooner, 
the equestrian and tlie pedestrian on tlie 
border before the hour of noon—and ail in­ 
tent on one object—the securing ut a piece 
ofiam i. To-morrow the various efom erts 
will arrange themselves in their classes 
again. To-day they were all of one class— 
land seekers. 
A half-hour’s diligent work would have 
sufficed to prepore the most elaborately 
equipped boomer for the race into the new 
country, but preparations were besuit long 
before the hour of noon. 
JIor-.es were 
hitched, wheels were greased, saddiegirt bs \ 
cinched, and everything 
made snug as 
early as IO o'clock, so anxious was every 
one to be in readiness to move at the time 
appointed. 
NOW t h e y ’ r e OEF. 
When the noon hour arrived all (lie pent 
up excitement found vent in the firing of 
j revolvers aud rifles, shouting and singing 
and f-ra, king of wliq* and furious driving 
and running. The horsemen, of course, had 
, the advantage over every other man in the 
I race aud most of the racers were horsemen. 
The man who had proceeded to the border in 
a prairie schooner with hi* family, le t hi* 
schooner, family, and one horse on the bor­ 
der and became a horseman. 
After tiliti 
his claim fie will return and direct his po- 
setsions fo his new home. 
Men who came 
here w.th nothing but money purchased 
saddle horse*, ponies, mule*, or any kind 
of an animal that would carry a man, while 
others I en ted them. 
Some of the more desperate cowboys 
mounted steers, and the latter joining in 
the stampede carried thc-ir riders to the in ­ 
terior, while others were unceremoniously 
unhor-ed. or unsteered, not far irom the 
border. 
The boomers had gathered tor the 
race mostly at Tohee, on the Iowa border 
directly east o: Guthrie, Langston, at the 
middle of the northern Iowa border, the 
inside boundary o: the Kickapoo reserva­ 
tion winch was not included in D.e opened 
Jan is) and at a point on the Pottawatomie 
l»order.

N EO L O E ' AND COWBOYS. 
At Langston negroes haft been gathered 
by the Negro Colonization society to the 
number of J.5uu, and they were to move en 
ma- >e into the Cimarron valley, a most fer­ 
tile region, and locate iii a Lunch. 
Five 
hundred cowboy# also had their eyes on 
that section, and each party had mad# ail 
sorts of threats of taking the land by force. 
A ior«e of deputy marshals and deputyH 
sheriffs under Die sheriff of this county had 
been dispatched there to preserve order, 
and it is believed that they will be able to 
maintain peace. 
The government supervision of the open­ 
ing of the lands seems to have b e e n -adly 
deficient. 
The entire government force 
was eoiujrtjsed of two companies ot United 
Slates troop', or 2»JU men, under Captains 
Hayes ami Styles, and the forces of three 
United ."Sates marshals numbering about 
250 men. 
In some (daces there were ten 
and fifteen men to a mile, while at others 
there were stretches of five and ten miles 
entirely unguarded. Under these conditions 
it might have been expected that numbers 
of boomers would enter before the aj>- 
pointed time, and they did. 
* ‘s o o n e l s ' 
p l a y a t r i c k . 
Two miles north o f Tohee about 200 
boomers had gathered in a secluded spot, 
knowing that the government’s force would 
be massed at the border town. 
They had 
all set their watches three hours ahead lari 
night so that their testimony would saree 
a*< to tlie time, if ever their claims werecon- 
tesled on the ground of their being "soon­ 
ers.'’ At 9 o’clock, therefore, their watches 
all indicated the noon hour, and they 
rushed over the border and began the race 
for choice sections of laud. 
The “sooners’’ 
at other unguarded portions of the border 
were also very numerous, and it is esti­ 
mated .rom all" re(*>rts that the number o f 
settlers who entered the land before the 
legal time was folly 3,000. 
T H E SC SN K AT T H E LA N D O F F IC E 
was a lively one. 
About 250 old soldiers 
armed with declaratory statements have 
been in line before the office door for tour I 
Some have slept iii chairs, some 
on the ground, and some hardly at ail. 
Their meals were brought to them by their 
wives, children or friends. 
The first man in the line was John Dia­ 
mond. 
W hen noon arrived lie handed his 
papers to Receiver Darner to make the nee- I 
essary exam ination of them.

the ice in its course, and, 
bringing it down to the m outh of the* 
N iagara Riv er, piled it up in a solid, 
im penetrable wall. 
So closely was it packed and so 
great was it in force tha t in a sho rt 
tim e the outlet to the lake was com­ 
pletely choked up, and little or no 
w ater could possible escape. In a 
short space of tim e the w ater below 
this frozen barrier passed ov er the 
falls, and the next m orning the people 
liv ing in Hie neighborhood were tre a t­ 
ed to a m ost extraord in ary spectacle. 
The roaring tum bling rapids abov e 
the falls were alm ost obliterated, and 
nothing but the cold, black rocks were 
v isible in all directions. The news 
quickly spread and crowds of specta­ 
to rs Hocked to v iew the scene, the 
banks on each side of the riv er being 
lined with people during the whole 
day. A t last there w as a break in the 
ice it was released from its restrain t, 
the 
pent-up wall of w ater rushed 
dow nw ard, and N iagara was itself 
again.

A 
few silent struggles conv ulsed itsform , 
and then it stiffened out, wit h its jaws 
distended, its eyes lolling out. ii s tad 
rigid as a spike—d**ad as a nail! 
I dism ounted and hastened to as­ 
sist Angus in raising the fallen soldier.

THE F A M AND 
GARDIN. 


USEFUL 
AND 
INSTRUCTIVE 
READING FOR THE FARMER. 
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W h e at E x p e r im e n ts. 
Experim ents in v arious m ethods 
of feeding wheat hav e been conducted 
for a series of j'ears a t the Ohio 
experim ent statio n , with the following 
results: 
In the av erage of four years’ experi­ 
m ent, wheat cov ered one inch or less 
has 
produced 
a t the ra te of 34 
bushels per acre; tha t cov ered two 
inches has produced 35 bushels, and 
tha t cov ered three inches 34 bushels. 
Judging from a sm aller num ber of 
experim ents 
it 
does 
not 
seem 
adv isable to sow deeper tha n three 
inches. * 
In tho av erage of six years, wheat 
sown with the roller-press drill has 
yielded abo ut eight per cent more 
than tha t sown with the ordinary 
drill. More 
or 
b*ss 
increase has 
followed the roller-press in alm ost 
ev ery season, but a single trial has 
giv en results unfav orable to tho use 
of the common roller after Beetling. 
B roadcast 
wheat 
has this year 
yielded abo ut the sam e as t hat drill­ 
ed; but in the av erage of fiv e years 
the product from broadcast seed is 
considerably sm aller than from the 
sam e quan tity of seed drilled. 
The results of sev en years' experi­ 
m ents point dearly to the la tte r pa rt 
of .September or first of O ctober aa 
the m ost fav orable season for sowing 
wheat on this farm. 
A 
single ext*eriment, 
m ade this 
year, fails to show any adv antage in 
fav gr of cross drilling ov er sewing the 
sam e quan tity of seed in the ordinary 
m anner. 
No larger crop has lieen produced 
this 
3'ear from mixed seed of two v a­ 
rieties sown separately. 
The land upon which these experi­ 
m ents were m ade lies in the v alley of 
the 
Olentangy, one of the largest 
brandies of the Scioto. Tile st til is a 
yellow 
loam , pa rt first and pa rt 
second bottom . It i® either naturally 
underdrained with grav el or artific­ 
ially drained with tiles, and its a v ­ 
erage yield of wheat for thirteen years 
has been ov er tw entysix bus hew per 
acre, or an auuual acreage of about 
thirty ucres. 


C h e e s e an d B u tter A u c tio n s . 
Tho latest suggest ion for helping dai­ 
ry farm ers to dispose of their produce 
on good term s and to bring it into 
prom inent com petition with foreign 
goods is to establish auction m arts in 
London and all the great m anufac­ 
turing tow ns, for the purpose of hold­ 
ing weekly or daily sales of consign­ 
m ents of cheese and butter from our 


sufficient quan tity of milk to pay for

food 
they 
consume.

would enable him to sto p one of the 
greatest losses on his farm . Scarcely 
a day passes but w hat we hear it 
said tha t the milk 
producers are

A m m o n ia In M anure, a 
M istak en 
P r e vale n t O pinion. 
The prevalent idea that manure i 
contains much ammonia is, according ; 
to Bell’s Messenger, England, without ! 
any foundation. Manure contains the 
elements of which ammonia is formed 
daring decomposition, viz., nitrogen 
and hydrogen; but as decomposition j 
is a very slow process, the ammonia 
is only very slowly ©volvet!. As it is 
produced, it is in the form of 
gas, 
which is dissolved in the water ex ist­ 
ing in the manure or it combines w itll 
the abundant carbonic acid evolved 
during the decomposition and forms 
carbonate of ammonia. 
It 
is very 
rare that ammonia can be detected es­ 
caping from a manure heap. 
The 
fetid odor of a manure pile is not 
caused by ammonia, but 
by com­ 
pounds of sulphur and carbon, t he 
same as those devolved by decaying 
eggs and rotting cabbages. 
The am ­ 
monia of manure is very slowly disen­ 
gaged, requiring a 3’ear or more before 
it is all produced and evolved, and as 
Hie soil absorbs it freely, there is 
scarcely any danger of any loss of this 
valuable part of the manure as it is 
commonly used. The pungent odor of 
a horse stable is cause J by the escap­ 
ing ammonia, and farmers loose more 
of this element of manure in this way 
in one warm night from an unclean 
horse stable, than from their manure 
heaps in a )’ear. A pound of am m o­ 
nia in manure is worth in England 17 
cents, and a tun of manure produces 
only 12 lbs of it. 


H o w to C ure an d S to r e O n io n s. 
“ J oseph,” in Farm and Fireside 
has the following to say in regard to 
curing onions and storing them for 
the winter: Pull the onions just as 
soon as the majority of the tops 
have fallen over and begin to waste 
away. Leave on the ground in wind­ 
rows until the tops have all dried 
down, or if rain should threaten, take 
to an airy loft or barn floor and 
spread 
thinly, 
until 
fully cured. 
Then sort, removing all remnants of 
tops, etc., and try to sell them at an 
early 
opportunity, which is much 
better than £0 attem pt keeping them 
over winter and running the risk of 
losing part of the crop by sprouting, 
rotting, or freezing. But if you are 
bound to try wintering, you should 
have 
a 
storage 
room that 
can 
be 
kept 
at a temperature near 
the 
freezing 
point— say 
from 
35 
degrees 
to 45 
d**grees Fah­ 
renheit. 
Put 
the 
bulbs in rather 
open 
crates, 
and 
keep 
well 
aired and dry. Onions can also l*e 
stored iii pits, like potatoes, only 
guard against heating. It is better to 
havo them freezing than to get too 
warm. The question of “ best” com­ 
mercial fertilizer for onions can only 
lie answered in a relative manner. 
When ground is very riel) and abund­ 
antly supplied with minerals (potash 
and phosphorus,) 
nitrate of soda 
alone ma}' be the best and cheapest 
fertilizer. 
In other cases ashes ami

T h o W a te r F r o z e a n d t h e F a lls W e r e 
D ry fo r a S h o r t T im e. 
It seems alm ost incredible, says the 
Toronto Globe, th a t a t one time in 
its history the greatest and most 
wonderful waterfall in the world actu­ 
ally ran dry. Nevertheless, it is an 
established 
fact th a t occurred on 
March 29, 1848, and for a few hours 
scarcely 
any 
water 
passed over 
Niagara Falls. The winter of th a t year 
had been an exceptionally severe one. 
and 
ire of unusual thickness had 
formed 
on 
I#ake Erie. The warm 
spring rains loosened this congealed 
mass, and on the day in question a 
brisk east wind drove the ice far into 
the lake. About sunset the wind sud­ 
denly veered round, and blew a heavy 
gale from tho west. This naturally 
turned the ice in its course, and, 
bringing it down to the mouth of the 
Niagara River, piled it up in a solid, 
im pellet rable wall. 
So closely was it packed and so 
great was it in force th a t in a short 
time the outlet to tile lake was com­ 
pletely choked up, and little or no 
w ater could possible escajie. In a 
short space of time the water below 
this frozen barrier passed over the 
falls, and I lie next morning the people 
living in the neighborhood were treat­ 
ed to a most extraordinary spectacle. 
The roaring tumbling rapids above 
the falls were almost obliterated, and 
nothing but Hie cold, black rocks were 
visible in all directions. The news 
quickly spread and crowds of specta­ 
tors docked to view the scene, the 
banks on each side of the river being 
lined with ]>eople during the whole 
day. At last t here was a break in the 
ice it was released from its restraint, 
tile 
pent-up wall of water rushed 
downward, and Niagara was itself 
again.

Wheat E xperim ents—Cheese and 
B utter A uctions--Ammonia In

W heat Experim ents. 
Experiments in various methods 
of feeding wheat have been conducted 
for a series of years a t the Ohio 
experiment station, with thefollowing 
results: 
In the o verage of four years’ experi­ 
ment, wheat covered one inch or less 
has 
produced 
a t the rate of 34 
bushels per acre; th a t covered two 
inches has produced 35 bushels, and 
th at covered three inches 34 bushels. 
Judging from a smaller number of 
experiments 
it 
does 
not 
seem 
advisable to sow deeper than three 
inches. 
In the average of six years, wheat 
sown with the roller-press drill lias 
yielded about eight per cent more 
than th a t sown with the ordinary 
drill. More 
or less 
increase has 
followed the roller-press in alm ost 
every season, but a single trial has 
given results unfavorable to tho use 
of the common roller after Beetling. 
Broadcast 
wheat 
has this year 
yielded about the same as th at drill­ 
ed; but in the average of five years 
the product from broadcast seed is 
considerably smaller than from the 
same quantity of seed drilled. 
The results of seven years’ experi­ 
ments point clearly to the latter part 
of .September or first of October as 
the most favorable season for sowing 
w heat 011 this farm. 
A 
single ext'eriment, 
made this 
year, fails to show’ any advantage in 
favyr of cross drilling over sewing the 
same quantity of seed in the ordinary 
manner. 
No larger crop has been produced 
this year from mixed seed of two va­ 
rieties sown separately. 
The land upon which these experi­ 
ments were made lies in the valley of 
the Olent&ngy, one of the largest 
branches of the Scioto. Tile soil is a 
yellow’ 
loam, part first and part 
second bottom . It is either naturally 
undertrained with gravel or artific­ 
ially drained with tiles, and its av­ 
erage yield of wheat for thirteen years 
has been over twentysix bushels per 
ai re, or an annual acreage of about 
thirty acres.

G reat Men. 
“Memory,” said old Fuller, the au­ 
thor of the “W orthies,” who himself 
possessed a wonderful pow’er of rem­ 
iniscence, “is the storehouse of the 
mind, wherein the treasures thereof 
are kept and preserved.” 
It is un­ 
questionably true that, as a rule, 
great writers have had memories of 
more than ordinary tenacity ami 
range. The faculty of reminiscent 
feeds the fires of the imagination, and 
keeps lucid and orderly the sequence 
of philosophic thought. 
How much 
Milton, for example, profited by his 
prehensile and trustw orthy memory 
is evident. Not only such poems as 
“Lycidas,” but “Paradise L ost” and 
“ Paradise Regained” are studded with 
translations and paraphrases of ex­ 
quisite extracts from the classic poets. 
We are told th a t Pascal never forgot 
anything he had seen, 
heard 
or 
thought. Avicenna could repeat by 
note the entire koran, when he was IO 
years old, and Francis Suarez had the 
whole of St. Augustine in his memory. 
In three weeks, Scaliger, the famous 
scholar, committed to memory every 
line of the “ Iliad” and the “Odyssey.” 
Another scholar, Justus Lipsius, of­ 
fered to repeat the “Histories” of 
Tacitus without a mistake on forfeit 
of his life. Charmides the Greek, ac­ 
cording to Pliny, could recite the con­ 
tents of every hook in his library, 
which was by no means a small one. 
W alter Savage I candor also carried 
his library in his head. When be had 
read a book he always gave it away 
on principle, having, as he said, ob­ 
served th a t with such a pur [lose iii 
his mind he was sure to retain of a 
book all th a t was worth keeping. In 
his old age Land os was furious if he 
did not a t once remember any pass­ 
age of a book, or any name or date. 
It is well known th at Macaulay’s 
memory was prodigious. He could 
I 
lass 
from 
the minutest dates of 
Anglish history or biograpy to a dis­ 
cussion of the comparative merits of 
different ancient orators, and rejieat 
whole strophes from the Greek dra­ 
m atists. Ile could rehearse every 
word of every article he had written 
without prompting. Of M. de Ijit- 
eepede, a well known French writer 
on natural history, it is recorded th at 
he composed and corrected his works 
from beginning to elal before he wrote 
them down. A similar practice is as­ 
cribed to Prescott, t Lo American his­ 
torian, who, it is said, used to com­ 
pose and finish his narratives in his 
mind before a word of them was com­ 
mitted to paper. 
T hat man should he able thus to 
store his own writings in his own 
memory 
is 
harder to understand 
than th at he should recall the writ­ 
ings of another because in the one 
case ev ery word is immutable, whew

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A m m o n ia In M anure, a 
M istak en 
P r e v a le n t O pinion. 
The prevalent idea th a t manure 
contains much ammonia is, according 
to Bell’s Messenger, England, without 
any foundation. Manure contains the 
elements of which am monia is formed j 
during decomposition, viz., nitrogen; 
and hydrogen; tout as decomposition j 
is a very slow process, the ammonia 
is only very slowly evolved. As it is I 
produced, it is in the form of 
gas, { 
which is dissolved in the water exist- ! 
ing in the manure or it combines w itll j 
the abundant carbonic acid evolved I 
during the decomposition and forms i 
carbonate of ammonia. 
It is very I 
rare th at ammonia can be detected es- j 
cajiing from a manure heap. 
The j 
fetid odor of a manure pile is not 
caused by ammonia, but by com­ 
pounds of sulphur and carbon, the 
same as those devolved by decaying 
e ^ s and rottingcabbages. 
The am ­ 
monia of manure is very slow ly disen­ 
gaged, requiring a year or more before 
it is all produced and evolved, and as 
the soil absorbs it freely, there is 
scarcely any danger of any loss of this 
valuable part of the manure as it is 
commonly used. The pungent odor of 
a horse stable is caused by the escap­ 
ing ammonia, and farmers loose more 
of this element of manure in this way 
in one warm night from an undeau 
horse stable, than from their manure 
heaps in a year. A pound of ammo­ 
nia in manure is worth in England 17 
cents, and a tun of manure produces 
only 12 lbs of it. 


H o w t o C ure and S to r e O n io n s. 
“Joseph,” in Farm and Fireside, 
has the following to say in regard to 
curing onions and storing them for 
the winter: Pull the onions just as 
soon as the m ajority of the tops 
have fallen over and begin to waste 
away. Leave on the ground in w ind­ 
rows until the tops have all dried 
down, or if rain should threaten, take 
to an airy loft or barn floor and 
spread 
thinly, 
until 
fully cured. 
Then sort, removing all remnants of 
tops, etc., and try to sell them a t an 
early opportunity, which is mu?h 
better than £o attem pt keeping them 
over winter and running the risk of 
losing p art of the crop by sprouting, 
rotting, or freezing. But if you are 
bound to try wintering, you should 
have

point—say

It is better to 
havo them freezing than to get too 
warm. The question of “hest” com­ 
mercial fertilizer for onions can only 
lie answered in a relative manner. 
When ground is very rich and abund­ 
antly supplied with minerals (potash 
and phosphorus,) nitrate of soda 
alone may be the best and cheapest 
fertilizer. In other rases ashes and 
nitrate of soda may be tl^e best; and

Lime is 
j another substance rarely lacking in 
! the soil, but when added assists in set­ 
ting free other substances th at are 
I much needed by the growing plants, 
th a t otherwise wpuld not have be­ 
come available for tile crop. W ater 
is added iii irrigation not afc a fertil­ 
izer but because it is the great solvent 
in nature and the vehicle of transfer 
of the various substances th at go to 
build up a plant w hen entering it from 
the soil water. 


A F e w H in ts. 
When duck eggs are set under a hen 
it is best to make the nest on the 
ground. 
Ducks grow faster than chickens, 
are free from vermin and less liable to 
disease. 


Always have the nests so th at the 
liens can walk into them rather thaq 
jump down. 
Feed for growth or for eggs anti 
not merely for subsistence if poultry is 
to pay profit. 
Buy your dairy stock of honorable 
breeders and then hold them resppnsi- 
hie for their representations. 
The heifer calf from a good cow is 
worth keeping until it can be determ­ 
ined whether or not the dam 
bas 
transm itted her good qualities. 


If the men dp the milking it is a 
good thing to impress upon them the 
fact t)iat water is better than milk to 
wash their hands in. Cleanliness is 
next to godliness. 
Many farmers would make their 
dairies much more profitable if they 
would give some hard study to the 
nature of different grasses, with a 
view to improving their pastures. 
During the first year the feeding of 
the heifer should be such as would 
tend toward development of frame 
rather than to the laying on of flesh.

No one knows whether the umbrel­ 
la was originally used as a defense 
against rain or as a screen from the 
sun, hut it seems probable th at tile 
first umbrellas were sunshades, 
in 
countries wliers very little clothing is 
worn rain does not make much differ­ 
ence, but the sun is a power. Why 
shouldn’t the palm leaf lie the first 
sunshade, with its ribs and handles? 
It hints at the umbrella as well as 
the fan. 
Travelers among the Ainos oi Japan 
often make tem porary sunshades of 
gigantic dock leaves, which are some­ 
times six feet high, large enough for an 
account of Gulliver. The umbrella 
has a very great antiquity. The word 
itself means a “little shadow,” show­ 
ing that it was named for its protec­ 
tion from the sun in this ca>e.

A DISASTROUS COLLISION. 


Aii Iiicoiiiiiiir Freight anil a Switch 
bugine I « » Unit* ill Front of ihe 
N. P. Sanitarium. 


Both Engines and Three Cars Demol­ 
ished. Bat No Lives Lost. 
About three o’clock Saturday after­ 
noon an incoming freight train drawn 
by engine No. 723, and switch engine 
No. 7G, collided immediately in front 
of the Sanitarium in this city with 
terrific-force, completely demolishing 
both engines and one car loaded with 
wheat, and derailing two other cars, 
besides tearing up the track for a con­ 
siderable distance. Just how the ac­ 
cident occurred, and who is at fault, 
is not yet known, although it is claim­ 
ed the immediate cause was the 
failure of the air brakes on the freight. 
It seems, from what we could learn, 
Switch engine No. 76, with Engineer 
H. R. Stebbie in charge, was switch­ 
ing a long train-load of wheat at the 
west end of the yards, and bad pulled 
out on the main track nearly across 
the bridge, when the freight came in 
sight around the curve just beyond 
the Sanitarium, moving about 
8 or 10 
miles an hour. The engineer on the 
switch engiue seeing that he coold 
not stop and back out of the way of 
the swiftly coming freight, and know­ 
ing that a collision was inevitable, 
pulled right ahead a few rods so that 
the meeting would not oocur on the 
bridge which probably saved the 
bridge and all the cars in both trains. 
The engineer of the freight, on seeing 
the switch engine, applied the &;r 
brakes, but for some reason or other 
they would not work, so the train sped 
on with nndiminished speed to the 
horror of the trainmen, who, realizing 
that a collision could not be averted, 
jumped off in time to save their lives, 
The freight engine struck the switch 
engine with terrific force, completely 
destroying the front end of the boiler 
and turning it side ways on the track; 
and then as the weight 
o f the heavy 
train of wheat was added to the 
shock, the forward end of the freight 
engine was forced up on the debris of 
the wrecked switch engine, which had 
been thrown cross-ways of the track, 
with the tender in the Sanitarium 
yard. The engiueer of the switch en­ 
gine, on reaching the other end of the 
bridge, stopped his engine, and with 
the fireman also jumped off just in 
time to escape the wreck. The crash 
of the two engines was distinctly 
heard all over town, which, tjith the 
noise made by the steam escaping 
from a broken whistle of one of th*» 
engines, soon brought a large crowd 
of people from the city to view the 
wreck. As the wrecking trams were 
not available for several hours, a track 
was laid about the wreck as soon as 
possible, and by 8 o’clock that evening 
the running of trains areund tfie wreck 
was commenced. 
The wreck was 
cleared away on Sunday and Monday, 
considerably over a day being re­ 
quired to do the werk. 
All the men 
on the two trams are at work as usual, 
except George Gavin, the engineer of 
the freight, who has resigned, and 
who is generally considered at fault. 
It is reported that the speed recorder 
of the freight showed a speed of 28 
miles an hour just a moment before 
the accident occurred, but this cannot 
be verified. 
It is exceedidgly fortunate that the 
switch engiueer had sufficient presence 
of mind to run forward a few feet so 
that the collision took place on the 
bank of the river instead of on the 
bridge, for had it occurred on the 
bridge, not only both trains, bat prob­ 
ably the bridge itself and the men on 
the switch engine would have gone 
down about 8 0 feet to the bottom of 
the river. As it was, it is the worst 
wreck that has occurred in this im­ 
mediate vicinity since the bridge went 
down in 18 77. The loss to the com­ 
pany is estimated to be 115,000. 


Asked to Resigu. 
The special committee appointed by 
the council to investigate the chargee 
against City Clerk Murphy and Chief 
of Police Barron reported at the meet­ 
ing Monday evening. 
The report 
was quite exhaustive and discussed 
each charge, there being seven in each 
charge. 
In regard to the chief of 
police the committee recommended 
that Mr. Barron hand in his resigna­ 
tion to Mayor Hagberg immediately. 
The charges against the clerk were 
sustained by the committee in three 
or four instances, and the report re­ 
commended that the council forth­ 
with ask Mr. Murpby for his resigna­ 
tion, and that a committee be ap­ 
pointed to audit his accounts. The 
council in each case adopted the re­ 
ports by a vote of eight to two. The 


D is p atc h would have been glad to 
publish the committee report in order 
that the public could understand the 
matter more fully, bat the committee 
saw fit to have the report kept out of 
the papers, for the present at least. 
It is qnite probable that Mayor Hag­ 
berg will not ask Mr. Barron for his 
resignation until he is convinced to 
his own satisfaction that he has over­ 
stepped the bounds of his office, and 
there is liable to be a merry little war 
before the matter is settled amicably 
to all parties interested.

A DISASTROUS COLLISION. 


An liicuuiiiig Freight aud a Switch 
Engine ( olliUe IU Flout of the 
N. P. Sanitarium. 


Both Engine* and Three Cai** Demob 
lilied. But No Lives Lost. 
About three o’clock Saturday after­ 
noon au incoming freight train drawn 
by engine No. 723, aud switch engine 
No. 7G, collided immediately in front 
of the Sanitarium in this city with 
terrific *fore®, completely demolishing 
both engines and one car loaded with 
wheat, and derailing two other cans, 
besides tearing up the track for a con­ 
siderable distance. Just bow the ac­ 
cident occurred, and who is at fault, 
is not yet known, although it is claim­ 
ed the immediate cause was the 
failure of the air brakes on the freight. 
It seems, from what we could learn, 
Switch engine No. 76, with Engineer 
H. R. Stebbie in charge, was switch­ 
ing a long train load of wheat at the 
west end of the yards, and bad pulled 
out on the main track nearly acrose 
the bridge, when the freight cams in 
sight around the curve just beyond 
the Sanitarium, moving about 8 or IO 
miles an bour. The engineer on the 
switch engiue seeing that he could 
not stop and back out of the way of 
the swiftly coming freight, and know­ 
ing that a collision was inevitable, 
pulled right ahead a few rods so that 
the meeting would not oocur on the 
bridge which probably saved the 
bridge and all the cars in both trains. 
The engineer of the freight, o d seeing 
the switch engine, applied the a;r 
brakes, but for some reason or other 
they would not work, so the train sped 
on with undiminished speed lo the 
horror of the trainmen, who, realizing 
that a collision could not be averted, 
jumped off in time to save their lives. 
The freight engine struck the switch 
engine with terrific force, completely 
destroying the front end of the boiler 
and turning it side ways on the track; 
and then as the weight of the heavy 
train of wheat was added to the 
shock, the forward end of the freight 
engine was forced up tm the debris of 
the wrecked switch engine, which had 
been thrown cross ways of th# track, 
with the tender in tbs Sanitarium 
yard. The engineer of th# switch en­ 
gine, on reaching the other end of the 
bridge, stopped his engine, and with 
the fireman also jumped off just in 
time to escape the wreck. The crash 
of the two engines was distinctly 
heard all over town, which, ^ith the 
noise made by the steam escaping 
from a broken whistle of one of the 
engines, soon brought a large crowd 
of people from the city to view the 
wreck. As the wrecking trams were 
not available for several hours, a track 
was laid about tbs wreck as soon as 
possible, and by 8 o’clock that evening 
the running of trains around the wreck 
was commenced. 
The wreck was 
cleared away on Sunday and Monday, 
considerably over a day being re­ 
quired to do the wark 
All the men 
on the two trains are at work as usual, 
except George Gavm, the engineer of 
the freight, who has resigned, and 
who is generally considered at fault. 
It is reported that the speed recorder 
of the freight showed a speed of 23 
miles an hour just a moment before 
the accident occurred, but this cannot 
be verified. 
It is exceedidgly fortunate that the 
switch engineer had sufficient presence 
of mind to run forward a few feet so 
that the collision took place on the 
bank of the river instead of on the 
bridge, for had it occurred on the 
bridge, not only both trains, but prob­ 
ably the bridge itself and the men on 
the switch engine would have gone 
down about 80 feet to the bottom of 
the river. As it was, it is the worst 
wreck that has occurred rn this im­ 
mediate vicinity since the bridge went 
down in 1877. The loss to the com­ 
pany is estimated to be $15,000. 


Asked to Resigu. 
The special committee appointed by 
the council to investigate the charges 
against City Clerk Murphy and Chief 
of Police Barron reported at the meet­ 
ing Monday evening.

was quite exhaustive and discussed 
each charge, there being seven in each 
charge.

The charges against the clerk were 
sustained by the committee in three 
or four instances, and the report re­ 
commended that the council forth­ 
with ask Mr. Murphy for his resigna­ 
tion, and that a committee be ap­ 
pointed to audit his accounts. The 
council in each case adopted the re­ 
ports by a vote of eight to two. The

publish the committee report in order 
that the public could understand the 
matter more fully, but the committee 
saw fit to have the report kept out of 
the papers, for the present at least. 
It is quite probable that Mayor Hag­ 
berg will not ask Mr. Barron for his 
resignation until he is convinced to 
his own satisfaction that he has over­ 
stepped the bounds of his office, and 
there is liable to be a merry little war 
before the matter is settled amicably 
to all parties interested.

At the last meeting of the Amalga­ 
m ated Association of Fish Liars the 
member from the north side who goes 
out twice a year with rod and gun but 
never unpacks the former, ask e l and 
received permission to read the fol­ 
lowing from San Francisco: 
“ A well- 
authenticated story comes from Sel­ 
ma, Fresno County, of the appear­ 
ance at that place of tw o huge-winged 
monsters th at resemble the fabled 
dragon. They live on ducks and chick­ 
ens and have been seen by a score of 
persons. One party watched for them 
on several nights and at last cot a 
close view. The birds are said to have 
wings fully twelve feet long. Their 
bodies are six feet high when they 
walk about.

Assignment. 


An Attempt to Run a Corner in Corn 
the Cause of the 
Crash. 


N ew 
Y ork, Sept. 23 —The announce­ 
m ent of the assignm ent and suspension of 
S. V. W hite & Co., of New York and C hi­ 
cago, was m ade on the stock exchange to­ 
day. 
Mr. W hite says the failure is due to 
long speculation in corn, and not in stocks. 
The liabilities o f the firm are very large, 
but only a few hundred shares of stock are 
outstanding on contract. 
The clim ax of to-day’s catastrophe has 
been approaching culm ination for the last 
two weeks. 
The news, which ha* been 
carefully guarded, leaked ou t soon after 
the closing of the stock exchange. 
An as­ 
signm ent of the assets ol the em barrassed 
firm was then said to navo been made, but 
not recorded. 
There were no contracts outstanding on 
the fioor of the stock exchange and no ex­ 
citem ent was caused there by the announce­ 
m ent. 
A ll tlie mem bers of the firm were 
at the office, and when the announcem ent 
of the suspension was m ade E. C. Stedm an. 
as a friend, was authorized to m ake the fol­ 
lowing statem ent: 
Tbs eau** of the trouble is due wholly to tbs 
decline in corn. Tbs house has been heavily 
loia of Heotember and October corn aud the 
immense receipts were too much for It to stand. 
The private fortune of S. V. W hite, so 
long noted for the success and boldness of 
his speculative deals, is estim ated at $2,000,- 
000. 
The failure caused but little excitem ent 
at the produce exebauge, lor the reason 
th a t but lew of the mem bers were interest­ 
ed in the deal. 
It is staled th at the failure 
will affect Chicago principally. 
Price of 
corn on the produce exchange fell 14 cents 
at the news of the .‘ailure.

the firm alter the announcem ent of the sus­ 
pension was crowded w ith bankers, brok­ 
ers and reporters, ail trying to get some in­ 
form ation in regard to the failure.

There was the cowboy and the more effem­ 
inate counter clerk, the gam bler and the 
preacher, the boua fide settler and the *{>ec- 
ulator, the bootlegger and the frontier mis­ 
sionaries, the business man and the tram p, 
the m an who had le t his country for his 
country's good and the man who was an 
honor to his locality, tlie m an in hi* car­ 
riage and tlie man in his prairie schooner, 
the equestrian and tiie pedestrian on the 
border before the hour of noon—and ail in­ 
tent on one object—tiie securing ol a piece 
of land. 
To-morrow the various elem ents 
wdi arrange them selves in their classes 
again. 
To-day they were all ol one class— 
land seekers.

Tho W ater Froze and t h e F alls W ere 
Dry for a S hort Time. 
It seems alm ost incredible, says the 
T oronto Globe, th a t at one time in 
its history the greatest and m ost 
wonderful waterfall in the world actu­ 
ally ran dry. Nevertheless, it is an 
established 
fact th at occurred on 
March 29, 18-48, and for a few hours 
scarcely 
any 
water 
passed over 
Niagara Falls. The winter of th at year 
had been an exceptionally severe one, 
and 
ire of unusual thickness had 
formed 
on 
Lake Erie. The warm 
spring rains loosened this congealed 
m ass, arid on the day in question a 
brisk east wind drove the ice far into 
the lake. About sunset the wind sud­ 
denly veered round, and blew a heavy 
gale from tho west. This naturally 
turned 
the ire in its course, and, 
bringing it down to the m outh of the 
Niagara River, piled it up in a solid, 
impenetrable wall. 
So closely was it packed and so 
great was it in force that in a short 
tim e the outlet to the lake was com­ 
pletely choked up, and little or no 
water could possible escape. In a 
short space oi time the water below 
this frozen barrier passed over the 
falls, and the next morning the people 
living in the neighborhood were treat­ 
ed to a m ost extraordinary spectacle. 
The roaring tumbling rapids above 
the falls were almost obliterated, and 
nothing but the cold, black rocks were 
visible in all directions. The news 
quickly spread and crowds of specta­ 
tors Hocked to view the scene, tho 
banks on each side of the river being 
lined with people during the whole 
day. At last there was a break in the 
ice it was released from its restraint, 
the 
pent-up wall of water rushed 
downward, and Niagara was itself 
again.

W heat E x p e r im en ts—C h e ese 
and

W heat E xp erim en ts. 
Experiments in various methods 
of feeding wheat have been conducted 
for a series of years at the Ohio 
experiment station, withtliefollowing 
results: 
In the a verage of four years’ experi­ 
ment, wheat covered one inch or less 
has 
produced 
at the rate of 34 
bushels per acre; th at covered two 
inches has produced 35 bushels, and 
that covered three inches 34 bushels. 
Judging from a smaller number of 
experiments 
it 
does 
not 
seem 
advisable to sow deeper than three 
inches. 
- * 
In tho average of six years, wheat 
sown with the roller-press drill has 
yielded about eight per cent more 
than th at sown with the ordinary 
drill. More 
or 
less 
increase has 
followed the roller-press in alm ost 
every season, but a single trial has 
given results unfavorable to the use 
of the common roller after seeding. 
Broadcast 
wheat 
has this year 
yielded about the same as that drill­ 
ed; but in the average of five years 
the product from broadcast seed is 
considerably smaller than from the 
same quantity of seed drilled. 
The results of seven years’ experi­ 
ments point dearly to the latter part 
of September or first of October as 
the m ost favorable season for sowing 
wheat on this farm. 
A 
single experiment, 
made this 
year, fails to show* any advantage in 
favqr of cross drilling over sewing the 
same quantity of seed in the ordinary 
manner. 
No larger crop has been produced 
this year from mixed seed of two va­ 
rieties sown separately. 
The land upon which these experi­ 
ments were made lies in the valley of 
the 
Olentangy, one of t he lamest 
branches of the Scioto. The soil is a 
yellow* 
loam, j>art first and part 
second bottom . It is either naturally 
underdrained with gravel or artific­ 
ially drained with tiles, and its av­ 
erage yield of wheat for thirteen years 
has been over twenty six bushels per 
acre, or an aunual acreage of about 
thirty acres. 


C h e e se and B utter A uctions. 
Tho latest suggestion for helping dai­ 
ry farmers to dispose of their produce 
on good terms and to bring it into 
prominent com petition with foreign 
goods is to establish auction m arts in 
London and all the great manufac­ 
turing towns, for the purpose of hold­ 
ing weekly or daily sales of consign­ 
ments of cheese and butter from our 
dairy districts. 
It is contended that 
in this way one of the advantages 
which foreign dairy produce possesses 
over our town, viz., that retailers al­ 
ways know where to go for a supply 
in any quantity, will to some extant 
lie removed, and that if farmers only 
support these places properly, and 
are willing to make a little sacrifice at 
the onset in t he shaj>e of insufficient 
returns until the mart gets thorough­ 
ly established, and retailers begin 
regularly to resort to it, an opi ning 
! would be made for their goods whit ti 
would tie of the greatest service to 
them. 
Perhaps the 
advantage of ; 
such auctions to blitter makers would ; 
be greater than in the case of cheese, 
for the sale of which there are means | 
already available. 
At the same t iine, 
if the thing answered for the sale of 
butter, it could not fail to be of some 
service to the' lteesemaicer also, who 
might try it with small lots fir it, as 
the same buyers who went there for 
butter would also, from the nature of 
their business, be buyers of ( bees**.— 
Chester Courant, England. 


A m m onia In Manure, a M istaken 
P revalen t Opinion. 
The prevalent idea that manure 
contains much am m onia is, according 
to Bell’s Messenger, England, without 
any foundation. Manure contains the 
elements of which am m onia is formed 
during decomposition, viz., nitrogen 
and hydrogen; but as decomposition 
is a very slow process, the ammonia 
is only very slowly evolved. 
As it is 
produced, it is in the form of 
gas, 
which is dissolved in the water exist­ 
ing in the manure or it combines w itll 
the abundant carbonic acid evolved 
during the decom pose ion and forms 
carbonate of ammonia. 
It is very 
rare that ammonia can be detected es­ 
caping from a manure heap. 
The 
fetid odor of a manure pile is not 
caused by ammonia, but 
by com ­ 
pounds of sulphur and carbon, the 
same as those devolved by decaying 
eggs and rotting cabbages. 
The am- 
m oniaof manure is very slowly disen­ 
gaged, requiring a year or more before 
it is all produced and evolved, and as 
the soil absorbs it freely, there is 
scarcely any danger of any loss of this 
valuable part of the manure as it is 
commonly used. The pungent odor of 
a horse stable is caused by the escap­ 
ing ammonia, and farmers loose more 
of this element of manure in this way 
in one warm night from an unclean 
horse statue, than from their manure 
heaps in a year. 
A pound of ammo­ 
nia in manure is worth in England 17 
cents, and a tun of manure produces 
only 12 lbs of it. 


H ow to Cure and S to re O nions. 
“Joseph,” in Farm and Fireside, 
has the following to say in regard to 
curing onions and storing them for 
the winter: Pull the onions just as 
soon as the m ajority of the tops 
have fallen over and begin to waste 
away. Leave on the ground in wind­ 
row’s until the tops have all dried 
down, or if rain should threaten, take 
to an airy loft or barn floor and 
spread 
thinly, 
until 
fully cured. 
Then sort, removing all remnants of 
tops, etc., and try to sell them at an 
early 
opportunity, which is much 
better than to attem pt keeping them 
over winter and running the risk of 
losing part of the crop by sprouting, 
rotting, or freezing. 
But if you are 
bound to try wintering, you should 
have 
a 
storage 
room that 
ean 
be 
kept 
at a temperature near 
the 
freezing 
point—say 
from 
35 
degrees 
to 45 
degrees F ah­ 
renheit. 
P ut 
the 
bulbs in rather 
open 
crates, 
and 
keep 
well 
aired and dry. Onions can also be 
stored iii pits, like potatoes, 
only 
guard against beating. It is better t o 
Fiavo them freezing than to get too 
warm. The question of “best” com­ 
mercial fertilizer for onions can only 
lie answered iii a relative manner. 
When ground is very rich and abund­ 
antly supplied with minerals (potash 
and phosphorus,) 
nitrate pf soda 
alone may be the best and cheapest 
fertilizer. 
In other cases ashes anti 
nitrate of soda m ay be tfie best; and 
a gopd, high-grade, complete manure, 
such aa °rir leading fertilizer manu­ 
facturers offer unler the name of 
special 
potato or 
special 
onion, 
or 
general 
vegetable 
manure, is 
usually 
safe 
to 
apply 
even 
in 
pretty large 
doses—say a ton 
or 
more per acre. 


M ake Dairying- Pay. 
If every dairy farmer, whether pro­ 
ducing 
milk 
for 
cheese 
factory, 
creamery, or city 
market, 
would 
weigh the milk from each cow at every 
milking, he would learn how few cows 
he had in his herd that produced a 


sufficipiit quantity of milk to pay for 
the 
food 
I hey 
consume. 
And it 
would enable him to stop one of trie 
greatest losses on his farm. 
Scarcely 
a day passes but what ire hear it 
said that the milk 
producers are 
losing money, and believe that state­ 
ments in many cases are true from 
the fact th at where a farmer lins a 
herd of say tw enty cows in milk, five 
of them are producing a quantity of 
milk which even at a lew ..’ice would 
yield the owner a profit, while the 
other fifteen produce so little milk 
and oi such poor quality that the 
loss sustained by them more than 
absorbs the profit of five. This is the 
same old sroiy which has been told 
you over and over again; we suggest 
that you test your cows, find out 
where the shrinkage is; thus instead 
of producing milk at a loss, you will 
soon 
place 
yourself iii a position 
where you will be producing milk as a 
profit, 
then you will be able to tell 
your neighbors th at dairying pays.— 
American Dairyman. 


A C hange for th e Better. 
Scrub farmer, feeding nothing but 
hay 
and straw in 
a cold barn, 
what have you to say to the facts 
given by Mr. J. D. Smith, of Delaware, 
county, N. Y., who, by changing his 
system of farming, made tho same 
farm produce 8,304 pounds of butter, 
when 2,250 pounds was 
the 
ex­ 
tent when he lived—as m any are liv­ 
ing yet—in the “dark ages.” 
As a 
rule, too, the men w ho have cows that 
produce for them 250 pounds of farm 
butter per annum, don’t get more 
than a “York shilling” per pound for 
it; when by the time be barns how to 
make a cow yield 250 or 300 pounds 
per annum, has also learned to get 
two “ York shillings” per pound for it 
—largely bet ausu he makes the m ost 
of it, when butter is scarce and high. 
The butter income of tile same farm 
on the first basis is $281.25 on the 
latter basis, $2,076.00. 
Borrowing 
money—even of the government, at 2 
jK*r cent—to conduct the first kind of 
farming, would bring a man to bank­ 
ruptcy at the last.—Hoard’s Dairy­ 
man.

Aud aa three jxiunds of milk 
are equivalent to one pound of beef 
in lood elements, eat Ii inhabitant has

Whereas, in beef, each inhabitant 
has only four-fifths of one beef per 
capita. That, as a rule, our people 
not engag«*d iii severe manual labor 
consume too much meat. there can be 
I no doubt. 
Milk, then, will here prqve 
I an art icle of healthful nourishment, a 
j lack of which predisposes to the harm ­ 
ful use of spirits, iii the form of beer, 
wine, 
rum, or 
whisky. -American

indirect Fertilizers. 
There are substances that in them­ 
selves do not furnish the plant any 
needed 
ingredient for growth, but 
when applied to the soil assist ma­ 
terially in augumentingthecrop. 
One 
of the best illustrations of this class of 
fertilizers is common salt. 
Lime is 
another substance rarely lacking in 
the soil, but when added assists iii set­ 
ting free other substances that are 
much needed by the growing plants, 
that otherwise would not have be­ 
come available forth© crop. 
Water 
is added in irrigation not ay a fertil­ 
izer but because it is the great solvent 
in nature and the vehicle of transfer 
of the various sqbstanpes that go to 
build up a plant w hen entering it from 
the soil water. 


I EMARKABLE MEMORIES. 


Good M em ories o f S o m e of 
our 
Great Men. 
“ Memory,” said old Fuller, the an­ 
chor of the “W orthies,” who himself 
possessed a wonderful power of rem­ 
iniscence, “‘s the storehouse of the 
mind, wherein the treasures thereof 
are kept and preserved.” 
It is un­ 
questionably true that, as a rule, 
great writers have had memories of 
more than ordinary tenacity and 
range. The faculty of reminiscence 
leeds the fires of the imagination, and 
keeps lucid and orderly the sequence 
of philosophic thought. 
How much 
Milton, for example, profited by bis 
prehensile and trustworthy memory 
is evident. Not only such poems as 
“ LycidftS,” but “ Paradise L ost” and 
“Paradise Regained” are studded with 
translations and paraphrases of ex­ 
quisite extracts from the classic poets. 
We are told that Pascal never forgot 
anything he had 
seen, 
heard 
or 
thought. Avicenna could repeat by 
note the entire koran, when he was IO 
years old, and Francis Suarez had tile 
whole of St. Augustine in his memory. 
In three weeks, Scaliger, the famous 
scholar, committed to memory every 
line of the “ Iliad” and the “Odyssey.” 
Another scholar, Justus Lipmus, of­ 
fered to repeat the “ H istories” of 
Tacitus without a mistake on forfeit 
of his life. Charmides the Greek, ac­ 
cording to Pliny, could recite the con­ 
tents of every book in hts library, 
which w7as by no means a small one. 
Walter Savage Landor also carried 
his library in bis head. When he had 
read a book lie always gave it away 
on principle, having, as he said, ob­ 
served that with such a purpose in 
his mind he was sure to retain of a 
book all that was worth keeping. In 
his old age Landos was furious if lie 
did not at once remember any pass­ 
age of a book, or any name or date. 
It is well known that M acaulay’s 
memory 
was prodigious. He could 
pass 
from 
the minutest dates of 
English history or biograpy to a dis­ 
cussion of tile com parative merits of 
different ancient orators, and re{»*at 
whole strophes from the Greek dra­ 
m atists. 
He 
could rehearse every 
word of every article lie had written 
without prompting. Of M. de I,n- 
cepede, a well known French writer 
on naturai history, it is recorded that 
he composed and corrected his works 
from beginning to end before he wrote 
them down. 
A similar practice is as­ 
cribed to Prescott, the American his­ 
torian, who, it i** Haiti, used to com­ 
pose and finish his narratives in his 
mind before a word of them was com­ 
mitted to paper. 
That man should be able thus to 
store his own writings in bis own 
memory 
is 
harder to understand 
than that he should recall the writ­ 
ings of another because in the one 
case every word is immutable, where­ 
as, in the other, nothing is absolutely 
fixed. 
It is a significant fact that a 
powerful memory it more generally 
coveted than is either the imagina­ 
tive or the ratiocinative faculty. This 
is apparently

duct of life*

Both Engines and Three far* Demol­ 
ished. But No Lives Lest. 
About three o’clock Saturday after­ 
noon an incoming freight train druwn 
by engine No. 723, aud switch engine 
No. 70, collided immediately in front 
of the Sanitarium in this city with 
terrific *force, completely demolishing 
both engines and one car loaded with 
wheat, and derailing two other cars, 
besides tearing up the track for a con­ 
siderable distance. Just bow the ac­ 
cident occurred, and who is at fault, 
is not yet known, although it is claim­ 
ed the immediate cause was the 
failure of the air brakes on the freight. 
It seems, from what we could learn, 
Switch engine No. 76, with Engineer 
H. R. Stobbie in charge, was switch­ 
ing a long train-load of wheat at the 
west end of the yards, and had pulled 
out on the main track nearly across 
the bridge, when the freight came in 
eight around the curve juet beyond 
the Sanitarium, moving about 8 or 10 
miles an hour. The engineer on the 
switch engiue seeing that he could 
not stop and back out of the way of 
the swiftly coming freight, and know­ 
ing that a collision was inevitable, 
pulled right ahead a few rods so that 
the meeting would not occur on the 
bridge which probably saved the 
bridge and all the cars in both trains. 
The engineer of the freight, on seeing 
the switch engine, applied the a;r 
brakes, but for some reason or other 
they would not work, so the train sped 
on with undiminished speed to the 
horror of the trainmen, who, realizing 
that a collision could not be averted, 
jumped off iu time to save their lives. 
The freight engine struck the switch 
engine with terrific force, completely 
destroying the front end of the boiler 
and turning it side ways on the track; 
and then as the weight of the heavy 
tram of wheat was added to the 
shock, the forward end of the freight 
engine was forced up on the debris of 
the wrecked switch engine, which had 
been thrown cross-ways of the track, 
with the tender in the Sanitarium 
yard. The engineer of the switch en­ 
gine, on reaching the other end of the 
bridge, stopped his engine, and with 
the fireman also jumped off just in 
time to escape the wreck. The crash 
of the two engines was distinctly 
heard all over town, which, ^ith the 
noise made by the steam escaping 
from a broken whistle of one of the 
engines, soon brought a large crowd 
of j>eople from the city to view the 
wreck. As the wrecking trams were 
not available for several hours, a track 


w m laid about the wreck as soon as 
possible, and by 8 o'clock that evening 
the running of trains around the wreck 
was commenced. 
The wreck was 
cleared away on Sunday and Monday, 
considerably over a day being re­ 
quired to do the werk. 
All the men 
on the two trains are at work as usual, 
except George Gavm, the engineer of 
the freight, who has resigned, and 
who is generally considered at fault. 
It is reported that the speed recorder 
of the freight showed a speed of 28 
miles an hour just a moment before 
the accident occurred, but this cannot 
be verified. 
It is exceedidgiy fortunate that the 
switch engineer had sufficient presence 
of mind to run forward a few feet so 
that the collision took place on the 
bank of the river instead of on the 
bridge, for had it occurred on the 
bridge, not only both trains, bat preb- 
ably the bridge iteelf and the men on 
the switch engine would have gone 
down about 80 feet to the bottom of 
the river. As it was, it is the worst 
wreck that has occurred in this im­ 
mediate vicinity since the bridge went 
down in 1877. The loss to the com­ 
pany is estimated to be $15,000. 


Asked to Resigu. 
The special committee appointed by 
the council to investigate the charges 
against City Clerk Murphy and Chief 
of Police Barron reported at the meet­ 
ing Monday evening. 
The report 
was quite exhaustive and discussed 
each charge, there being seven in each 
charge. 
In regard to the chief of 
police the committee recommended 
that Mr. Barron hand in his resigna­ 
tion to Mayor Hagberg immediately. 
The charges against the clerk were 
sustained by the committee in three 
or four instances, and the report re­ 
commended that the council forth­ 
with ask Mr. Murphy for his resigna­ 
tion, and that a committee be ap­ 
pointed to audit his accounts. The 
council in each case adopted the re­ 
ports by a vote of eight to two. The 
D ispatch would have been glad to 
publish the committee report in order 
that the public could understand the 
matter more fully, but the committee 
saw fit to have the report kept out of 
the papers, for the present at least. 
It is quite probable that Mayor Hag­ 
berg will not ask Mr. Barron for his 
resignation until he is convinced to 
his own satisfaction that he has over­ 
stepped the bounds of his office, and 
there is liable to be a merry little war 
before the matter is settled amicably 
to all parties interested.
